But while the crops will not be as 
good as all would wish to see them, 
there wili still be a very fair yield. 
‘The little rain that has fallen this 
week will doa great amount of good, 
and with a litth mouse the crops 
would be up te the average. Not- 
withstanding this partial failure, we 
notice a cheerful tone among our 
farmers; and, after all, there is no 
reason why they should be dishear- 
tened. Manitoba has suffered greatly 
trom the same cause, and if reports 
be true, the crops in some portions 
of the Territories are a total failure 
‘The damage will not be confined, 
either, to Manitoba and the Tetri- 
tories, but will extend to the States 
and ‘Territories to the south of us.
